IMr. Andrews. ... It f s just taking the 5 years and thinking about it a 
bit. I have fired as much as 40,000 rounds of ammo a day for 7 dsys a week. 
You get pretty good with it as long as you keep firing. Then I have gone 
back after 2 weeks. I used to be able to take a shotgun, go on a skeet, and 
pop 100 out of 100. After 2 weeks, I could only pop 60 of them. I would hove 
to start shooting again, same way with the rifle and machine guns. Avery other 
person I knew, same thing happened to them. You just hsve to stay at it."
